Although  The  T.  R.  Is  only 
moving  across  town,  many  mourn  the  loss 
of  the  atmosphere  of  the  basement  of  the 
old  Palace  Hotel,  Its  original  location.  The 
cigarette  burned  bar,  the  name  etched 
walls  and  the  vintage  greasy  mushrooms 
are  now  only  things  of  the  past  , , . 


The  theme  of  the  1983  Blue  Jay  is  "The 
Album."

omic recovery  is  at  hand,"  . . .  The  two  hour  final 
episode  of  the  TV  series  M*A*S*H  pulled  upwards 
of  75%  of  the  viewing  public,  a  television  record 
. . .  Barney  Clark,  the  first  artificial  heart  recipient, 
died  112  days  after  the  heart  was  implanted  . . . 
Finally,  New  Wave  gained  momentum  among  the 
youth  of  America  and  the  movies  'Gandhi,'  "E.  T.,' 
and  ~Tootsie'  were  nominated  for  Best  Picture  . . . 

On  campus  in  1982-83  admissions  standards 
and  tuition  were  raised;  however,  applications  are 
running  ahead  of  recent  years.  None  of  the 
current  students  at  Westminster  can  remember  a 
time  when  the  school  was  not  coed;  the  first 
women  to  have  completed  all  four  years  at 
Westminster  graduated  May  15,  1983.  The 
powers  that  be  continued  to  "improve  the  image 
of  the  college."  Stiffer  fines  and  regulations  for 
living  units  having  alcohol  were  imposed.  Students 
swore  that  classes  hod  become  more  difficult  in 
the  wake  of  more  rigorous  graduation  requir- 
ements. "Blow  it  off"  and  "A  fine  liberal  arts 
institution"  remained  popular  phrases.

Wren  designed 
the  chapel  in  1666  and  supervised  its  construction  in  the 
City  of  London,  England.  The  chapel  was  partially 
destroyed  by  German  bombs  in  World  War  II.  During  the 
late  1960s,  it  was  transported  and  reconstructed  on  the 
Westminster  campus.  Finally  in  1969,  it  was  dedicated  as 
a  memorial  to  Sir  Winston  Churchil.  Truly,  if  you  seek  Wren's 
monument,  look  around  the  Westminster  campus.

'the  ugly  duckling  became  a  beautiful  swan" 


Is  this  an  appropriate  beginning  for  an  athlete 
who  "brought-up"  the  rear  for  his  first  two  years  at 
Westminster  College?  In  his  junior  year  he  improved 
and  ran  faster,  but  his  performance  level  was  to 
jump  dramatically  on  Saturday,  April  9,  1983,  at  the 
Principia  College  Invitational.  On  that  day.  Berth 
Winkler  said  he  was  going  to  better  his  personal 
best  for  10,000  m  -  32:30.0.  When  the  race  was  in 
its  third  lap,  it  became  evident  that  Barth  was 
going  to  have  a  fine  day  -  First  Place  and  a  winning 
time  of  32:19,  11  seconds  faster  than  his  personal 
best.  The  next  meet  was  the  "MULE  RELAYS"  at 
Central  Missouri  State  University,  Worrensburg, 
Missouri,  Friday,  April  22.  It  was  a  quality  field  of 
distance    runners    from    many    Universities    and 


Colleges  of  Missouri  and  Kansas.  Barth  was 
magnificent  -  improving  on  his  personal  best  times 
for  two,  three,  four,  five  and  six  miles  on  his  way 
to  a  third  place  finish  of  31:28.2  for  10,000  m.  The 
first  five  place  finishers  all  broke  the  former  record 
of  32:17.0.  In  the  span  of  one  month,  Barth  ran  62 
seconds  faster  than  he  ever  hod  before. 

Our  District  Championships  were  held  at  William 
Jewell  College  on  Saturday,  May  7.  Again,  Barth  led 
the  field  in  both  the  six-mile  championship  race  and 
the  three-mile.  It  took  four  years  of  dedication,  but 
excel  he  did.  Westminster's  "UGLY  DUCKLING" 
showed  the  "WORLD"  that  the  beautiful  swan  is  in 
all  of  us  if  we  commit  ourselves  to  excellence.
